Archbishop 'heartbroken' about ex-bishop Lahey's arrest

Catholics across Nova Sco¬ 
tia were given a very per¬ 
sonal, very anguished 
message when they went 
to church yesterday from 
the Archbishop of Halifax. 

All eyes have been on 
the church since former 
bishop Raymond Lahey of 
the diocese of Antigonish 
was arrested and charged 
in Ottawa last week with 
possessing child pornogra¬ 
phy. 

Archbishop Anthony 
Mancini of Halifax, who 
has been appointed the 
apostolic administrator of 
the Antigonish diocese, 


discussed the scandal in a 
letter to be read in every 
Catholic church in the 
province yesterday. At 
Saint Mary’s Basilica in 
Halifax he read the 
letter himself, 
which openly deals 
with him question¬ 
ing his own faith. 

“Enough is 

enough! How much 
more can all of us 
take?” he read. 

“Like you, my Archbishop

He questioned why God 
let it happen, what it could 
mean, and whether this is

Near the end of the serv¬ 
ice a priest read a series of 
prayers, including one for 
the victims of sexual 
abuse.

Outside after the service, 
a few parishioners said 
they were not reassured 
and said Lahey’s alleged 
crimes are unforgiveable. 

But most said they found 
comfort from Mancini’s 
words. 

“I was just struck by how 
much a human being he 
appears to us in his hon¬ 
esty and his reaction,” said 
churchgoer Sarah McGuire. 
“Hearing him read it you 
can definitely feel that.”

Images not ‘victimless’: Prof 

Expert says impact of sexual abuse on children is 'profound'

Long after the Bishop 
Raymond Lahey scandal 
fades from the front 
pages, the victims of 
images of child sex abuse 
distributed over the Inter¬ 
net will continue to suffer, 
says a Halifax expert on 
adolescent mental health. 

“It’s not a victimless 
crime,” says Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity psychiatry professor 
Stanley Kutcher. “Most of 
(Internet child pornogra¬ 
phy) is young children who 
are abused sexually, and the 
pornography is developed 
from that.” 

Lahey, the former bishop 
of the Roman Catholic dio¬ 
cese of Antigonish, faces 
charges relating to images 
of child pornography al¬ 
legedly found on his laptop 
computer last month. He re¬ 
signed from his post in 
Antigonish a few days be¬ 
fore his arrest in Ottawa 
went public. 

Sexually abused children, 
like those in child pornogra¬ 
phy, suffer devastating men¬ 


tal-health problems, Kutch¬ 
er says as the Lahey scandal 
brings this issue to the fore¬ 
front. “The impact pro¬ 
foundly affects the child’s 
brain development into ado¬ 
lescence and beyond.” 

Such “abnormal stresses” 
physically damage brain de¬ 
velopment in the sensitive 
hippocampus, which relates 
to mood control and the in¬ 
tegration of feeling and

thinking. The damaged neu¬ 
ral pathways create difficul¬ 
ties with depression, anxi¬ 


ety disorders and sexual ful¬ 
fillment later in life. 

“There is a strong possibil¬ 
ity that the young person’s 
ability to self-regulate their 
moods will become prob¬ 
lematic,” Kutcher says, mak¬ 
ing them more prone to 
physically lashing out in 
stressful situations. Victims 
also find it more difficult to 
“get over” emotional tur¬ 
moil later in life, he said.

Officers discovered that 
about 30 additional parcels 
were imported between 
August and September.

Police chief who 
oversaw Marshall 
investigation dies 

Sydney Former city of Syd¬ 
ney police chief John Mac¬ 
Intyre, who led a bungled 
investigation that 
wrongfully convicted Don¬ 
ald Marshall Jr. of murder, 
died Wednesday. He was 
90. 

Marshall spent 11 years 
in prison before an RCMP 
investigation proved he 
was not guilty of stabbing 
Sandy Seale in Wentworth 
Park in 1971. 

Despite MacIntyre’s 
steadfast assertion Marshall 
was to blame for Seale’s 
death, Roy Ebsary was sub¬ 
sequently found guilty of 
manslaughter in the death 
and served one year in jail. 

Over the years Marshall 
became an icon in the abo¬ 
riginal community for his 
activism. He suffered from 
chronic health problems 
and died in August at age 
55. 

The RCMP investigated 
MacIntyre’s involvement in 
the Marshall case, but 
decided against charges in 
1990, claiming criminal 
charges against MacIntyre 
“cannot be substantiated.”

Organizer calls for 'national plan of action' 


Dozens of people held 
hands and participated in 
a sacred native ceremony 
in Halifax yesterday as 
they remembered the 
hundreds of aboriginal 
women who have been 
murdered or are missing 
in Canada. 

Sitting in a circle at a 
Mi’kmaq friendship centre, 
about 60 people joined in 
on a native smudging ritual 
while urging governments 
and justice officials to work 
to solve cases of murdered 
or missing women. 

“We call for a national 
plan of action that recog¬ 
nizes the violence faced by 
aboriginal women because 
they are aboriginal,” organ¬ 
izer Alana Lee said as sweet- 
grass smoke hung heavy in

The event was one of 
many Sisters in Spirit vigils 
being held across the coun- 
tiy, including a national 
service in Ottawa to honour 
aboriginal women. 

In Halifax, Margaret 
Brooks spoke of the shock 
of losing her sister, whose 
body was found in a local 
school window well in May. 

Tanya Brooks, a mother 


of five children, was from 
the Millbroolc First Nation 
but was living in Halifax 
when she died. Reports in¬ 
dicate she had struggled 
with drug addiction and 
poverty throughout her 
life. 

Holding a poem that her 
sister wrote before her 
death, Brooks said people 
must not be afraid to speak 
out against any type of 
abuse. 

“We all have a responsi¬ 
bility that if we see some¬ 
thing that we don’t ap¬ 
prove of, speak up, say 
something, because you 
never know, that might be 
the call that actually saves 
someone’s life,” she said 
through tears.

Bills call for 
cheaper drugs 

Plan would restart delivery to 
countries fighting epidemics 


A Liberal senator and a 
NDP MP are seeking all¬ 
party support for new leg¬ 
islation that could restart 
Canada’s ambitious prom¬ 
ise to deliver cheaply 
priced drugs to countries 
fighting AIDS, malaria and 
other epidemics. 

Liberal Senator Sharon 
Carstairs and NDP MP Judy 
Wasylycia-Leis both have 
bills before Parliament to 
fix Canada’s Access to Med¬ 
icines Regime — dysfunc¬ 
tional legislation that has 
only worked once in five 
years. Carstairs and Wasy¬ 
lycia-Leis held a joint press 
conference in Winnipeg 
on Friday, saying this is a 
“humanitarian issue” that 
cuts across party lines. 

Only Rwanda has bene¬ 
fited from the Canadian 
legislation, which was cre¬ 
ated in 2004 with all-party 
support. The bill was the 
brainchild of former prime 
minister Jean Chretien. 
Widely received, it was 
heralded by rock stars and 
introduced with fanfare to 
the United Nations. 

Last month, enough 
AIDS medication to treat 
21,000 people left Toronto 
for Kigali. But Apotex Inc., 


the Canadian generic giant 
that manufactured the an¬ 
tiretroviral drug for Rwan¬ 
da, says unless the legisla¬ 
tion is streamlined and 
easier to use, it will not do 
it again.

Deadly day for 
U.S. in Afghanistan 


Hundreds of insurgents 
armed with automatic

Philippines hit by deadly storm again 


typhoon Landslides buried

It headed out to sea, 
and last night was hovering 
less than 100 kilometres off 
the coast, where it was ex¬ 
pected to stay for the next 
three days, forecasters said. 

That was close enough to 
Taiwan to cause heavy rain 
on the island, where troops 
were evacuating villages.

Supt. Loreto Espineli said a 
family of five died when 
their home in Benguet was 
buried as Parma hit. Seven 
people were also buried in a 
nearby village, he said. 

Parma hit just eight days 
after a storm hammered 
Manila, killing almost 300

ELECTION Greece's Socialists

IRAN The visiting head of the 
UN nuclear watchdog set Oct.

thing burning when the 
torch relay begins at the 
end of October, with its 
45,000-lcilometre journey 
by air, land and water into 
every corner of Canada 
generating its own share of 
carbon emissions. 

Vancouver Olympic offi¬ 
cials say they are updating 
their estimates of the torch 
relay’s carbon footprint, 
but pointed to a report re¬ 
leased in Januaiy 2008 by 
the David Suzuki Founda¬ 
tion. The report, using fig¬ 
ures from 2007, put the fig¬ 
ure at about 1,500 tonnes. 

Vehicle travel represent¬ 
ed about half of that esti¬ 
mate. The report estimated 
that the flame itself — 
which will be fuelled by a 
blend of propane, iso-bu- 
tane and hydrocarbons — 
will be responsible for 
about five tonnes of car¬ 
bon emissions. 

To put those numbers in 
perspective, the David 


300,000 

Olym¬ 
pics are estimated to 
produce 300,000 tonnes of 
carbon emissions, from the 
direct staging of the Games 
in Vancouver and Whistler 
to indirect sources such as 
athlete and spectator travel. 

Suzuki Foundation says

banks in Colorado and 
Minnesota, boosting the 
number of failed U.S. 
banks this year to 98 as 
loan defaults rise in the 
worst financial 
climate in 
decades. 

The Federal 
Deposit Insur¬ 
ance Corp. 
took over War¬ 
ren Bank, with about $538 
million in assets and $501 
million in deposits as of Ju¬ 
ly 31. The Huntington Na¬ 
tional Bank, based in 
Columbus, Ohio, agreed to 
assume the deposits and 
about $83 million of the as¬ 
sets of the failed bank. The 
FDIC will retain the re¬ 
maining assets for later 
disposition. 


Regulators also shut the 
much smaller Jennings 
State Bank, in Spring 
Grove, Minn. Central Bank 
of Stillwater, Minn., agreed 
to assume the bank’s $52.4 
million in deposits and es¬ 
sentially all the bank’s as¬ 
sets, which 
totalled 
$56.3 mil¬ 
lion on July 
31. 

Regula¬ 
tors shut a 
third bank, the Southern 
Colorado National Bank in 
Pueblo, Colo. Legacy Bank 
of Wiley, Colo., agreed to 
assume the deposits and 
essentially all the assets of 
Southern Colorado Nation¬ 
al Bank. As of Sept. 4, de¬ 
posits stood at $31.9 mil¬ 
lion and assets totalled 
$39.5 million.

G 7 finance ministers 
warn of fragile recovery 


Finance ministers from the 
Group of Seven rich coun¬ 
tries warned the recovery 
remains “fragile” and 
tried to talk up the U.S. 
dollar amid fears it could 
fall farther and disrupt the 
global economy. 

The officials said in their 
closing statement after 
meeting Saturday in Istan¬ 
bul that decisive moves by 
governments had im¬ 
proved conditions for the 
world economy and finan¬ 
cial markets. 

But they warned against 
“complacency” since 


growth prospects re¬ 
mained “fragile” and un¬ 
employment continues to 
rise. Figures on Friday 
showed the U.S. economy 
shedding more jobs than 
expected in September, 
with unemployment at a 
26-year high of 9.8 per 
cent. 

They agreed it was too 
soon to withdraw the stim¬ 
ulus measures such as gov¬ 
ernment deficit spending 
and rock-bottom interest 
rates that have helped re¬ 
start growth. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary 


Timothy Geithner said the 
United States will unwind 
the “extraordinary” policy 
measures it has taken only 
when conditions stabilize 
and growth strengthens. 
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Stocks face difficulties in 
maintaining strong gains 


Stock markets could be in 
for some tough slogging in 
order to build on the sharp 
gains racked up practically 
without interruption since 
early March. 

The main headwinds in 
the short term are softer 
economic data, higher ex¬ 
pectations for third-quarter 
earnings and the possibility 
that the market is over¬ 
bought and needs to back 
off somewhat.

New Jays GM Anthopoulos facing daunting challenges

As every corner of the 
franchise worked to paper 
over the differences Satur¬ 
day, catcher Rod Barajas 
reaffirmed before the fi- 
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Jays 4 Orioles 5 (11 ings) 
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nale what several of his 
teammates admitted pub¬ 
licly Friday, that “there 
were various small issues. 
Just various issues that us 
as players felt we needed 
to get off our chests.” 

That was done Saturday 
in a meeting between a 
small group of players 
and interim CEO Paul Bee- 
ston, who later addressed 
the entire team along 
with Rogers Media head 
Tony Viner and new GM 
Alex Anthopoulos, pro¬ 
moted to replace the fired 
J.P. Ricciardi. 

Asked if the issues 
could have been ad¬ 
dressed earlier, Barajas 
replied: “Yeah, they could 
have, absolutely. They 
could have been. They 
weren’t.” 

It will now be up to An¬ 
thopoulos, a 32-year-old 


from Montreal who had 
been an assistant GM with 
the team, to decide 
whether or not a discon¬ 
nect exists between Gas¬ 
ton and players, some of 
whom said privately there 
are problems with his ap¬ 
proach, negativity and in¬ 
game management. 

“Unfortunately you had 
to go through something 
that someone else planted 
here, I don’t think it came 
from my players,” said 
Gaston, who denies being 
negative. “The person 
who did that, it will come 
back to get him some 
kind of way. We might 
never find out who did it, 
but it will come back to 
get him. ” 

“But right now, I feel a 
lot better that my players 
had nothing to do with it.” 

Anthopoulos faces a 
daunting task, needing to 
sort through that mess, 
settle another set of prob¬ 
lems with the coaching 
staff, and help shape a 
bigger-picture direction 
for the future.

MLS must expand its player pool

o matter how 
you slice it, MLS 
has always been 
a league de¬ 
signed to help 
Americans win. 

I’m not talking about 
some kind of unfair advan¬ 
tage that sees big market 
clubs with easier schedules 
or such — I’m talking 


about the rules against al¬ 
lowing Canadian university 
soccer players 
into the MLS 
draft. 


On the 24-player rosters, 
an American team must 
carry at least 12 U.S.-born 
players. On the Canadian 
squads it’s slightly less — 
13 North American players, 
seven of which must be 
Canadian. 

That works out to 50 
more domestic-player spots 
in the league by 2012. It 
may not seem like a lot, 
but 50 more first-team 
players — talented and 
willing to play at that 
salary level — will not be 
easy to come by. 

To prepare, the league 
has started loosening its 
rules on signing academy 
players. But, with the rapid 
growth and most team 
academies still in their in-

It’s not from lack of qual¬ 
ity; it stems from the fact 
that MLS was created as an 
American domestic league 
with the express purpose 
of improving the U.S. 
men’s national team. It’s a 
league that, up until a few 
years ago, had very little 
stake in doing anything 
else. 

But now, with one Cana¬ 
dian team in and two more 
likely on the way for 2011, 
it’s time the league took a 
look at amending that rule 
because, despite what the 
U.S. nationalists will tell 
you, it’s in the league’s best 
interest to do so. 

For now, set aside the 
labour-law issues that 
would arise and look at the 
growth that MLS will expe¬ 
rience over the next three 
years: 16 teams today; 18 
teams by 2011; and likely 
20 teams by 2012. 


It needs to 
find another 
source of do¬ 
mestic play¬ 
ers; prefer¬ 
ably one that 
already has a 
development 


system 
built in. 

Enter the CIS. Over the 
last decade no system of 
scouting and player devel¬ 
opment has grown as 
quickly as CIS soccer. Trini¬ 
ty Western, Montreal and 
York Universities spring to 
mind as the best examples. 
They chum out some of the 
highest-level talent in the 
country and if direct access 
to MLS were available, 
there is no doubt CIS play¬ 
ers would be playing there 
today. 

For what is now clearly a 
North American league, it’s 
time for it to start explor¬ 
ing other options. 

If it doesn’t, the MLS tal¬ 
ent pool, which has been 
described as shallow at the 
best of times, will all but 
mn dry by 2012.

loved to paint and draw. 
His parents just recently 
painted over the mural he 
created on his old bed¬ 
room wall. 

But Davis had always 
worked for his dad at his 
car dealership in Tillson- 
burg, Ont., so he began 
full time when he fin¬ 
ished high school. 

Davis was good at his 
job. He was a top sales¬ 
man and, thanks partially 
to two university-level 
management programs 
he took in his 20s, helped 
the business weather 
some tough times. 

Then, 17 years ago, he 
went to a taxidermist’s 
shop to have a fish 
mounted. He bevan 
tinkering with 
tools, and some 
how knew in 
stinctively what 
to do. So, he 
started learn¬ 
ing the job. 

Eventually, 

Davis’s free¬ 
lance work start¬ 
ed paying enough 
for him to quit his 
job — luckily his 
house was paid 
off and his wife 
had a full-time job.

Stuffing and mounting birds, like this eagle, is Richard Davis’ new passion as a taxidermist. 


To avoid competing with 
the taxidermist who had 
taught him, Davis just 
worked with birds. 

His basement work¬ 
space is very simple: It’s 
unfinished except for flo- 
rescent lights over his 
workbench. Davis used to 
keep live birds so he 
could observe them as he 
created. Now, he sur¬ 
rounds himself with bird 
books and tacked up pic¬ 
tures of winged creatures. 
“Your brain absorbs infor¬ 
mation without you real¬ 
izing it.” 

Davis starts each project 
by making an incision 
along the belly of a dead 
bird — most clients are 


birds he 
finds 
dead 
in 
the 


0 

woods 

or along the road — and 
pulls the skin and feath¬ 
ers off in one piece. 


Usually, the bird has 
been frozen soon after 
death and there’s little 
smell. 

He puts the pelt 
through two hand washes 
and then gives it a soak in 
naphtha fuel 

(which is used in 
lanterns) to remove the 
grease — otherwise the 
bird will be an eternal 
dust collector. 

Davis rarely uses real 
bones and skulls in his fi¬ 
nal work. Skulls in partic¬ 


ular can shrink over time. 
So he’s got his own collec¬ 
tion of custom-malce 
skeletons in plastic and 
foam core. 

He chooses the right 
size and shape for the 
bird he’s working on, 
builds it up, then puts the 
pelt on. Then it’s just a 
matter of sewing it all to¬ 
gether.

GLASS CEILING IS STILL THERE 
According to a survey conduct¬ 
ed by Research firm Catalyst, in 
2009 the majority of women in 
business in Canada continue to 
make up labour force, not the 
top executive jobs.

Time to rethink MBAs? 


Canadian schools confident in their programs, despite market slump

While the recent market 
meltdown has seen many 
experts calling for a re- 
evaluation of MBA educa¬ 
tion, several top Canadian 
MBA schools insist that 
human greed, not man¬ 
agement instruction, is to 
blame. 

With so many highly 
educated, MBA-wielding 
corporate leaders now 
mired in shame and guilt 
for their role in causing 
the market collapse, some 
powerhouse U.S. schools 
like Harvard and Stanford 
have quietly been talking 


about re-examining their 
teaching practices. 

Canadian schools how¬ 
ever remain adamant in 
their own curricula, 
propped up by Canada’s 
relatively soft landing in 
the recent plunge. 

At the Rotman School of

“I never thought I’d be in 
a zombie movie so it was 
kind of fun to do,” said 
Breslin during a recent 
phone interview from New 
York. 

“I don’t know if I’m try¬ 
ing to branch out. I just do 
each movie because of the 
character and the stoiy so I 
just really liked Little Rock 
(her character). 

“She’s a con-artist and 


she’s really tough, smart 
and really brave and fun to 
play and it’s a zombie 
movie — how can you not 
want to (do it)!” 

Described by director 
Ruben Fleischer as “Mid¬ 
night Run with zombies,” 
Breslin’s latest movie casts 
her and Emma Stone (Su- 
perbad) as clever sisters 
who coerce fellow ram¬ 
bling apocalypse survivors 
Woody Harrelson and Jesse 
Eisenberg (Adventureland) 
to sojourn to sunny Cali¬ 


fornia in order to seek 
refuge at an amusement 
park from a worldwide 
plague that has turned 
eveiyone into the walking 
dead. 

Although spending the 
opening weeks of produc¬ 
tion surrounded by carni¬ 
val rides was thrilling, 
perhaps the only thing 
more surprising for Bres¬ 
lin was her adopted skill 
at shooting zombies — an 
attribute Stone has 
praised her 13-year-old co- 


star for. 

“That was nice of her to 
say but the first time I was 
not very good,” insisted 
Breslin. “Once you get used 
to it, it’s not so hard but 
you still have to go 
through all of the gun safe¬ 
ty stuff.” 

She may now be wield¬ 
ing firearms and killing 
zombies in R-rated fashion 
with Woody Harrelson but 
don’t expect Breslin to be 
any less an innocent kid. 
Perhaps best exemplified 
by her infamous on-set 
“curse jar,” Breslin kept 
her adult co-stars in check 
by collecting money for 
charity each time someone 
stepped out of line and 
cursed in her company. 

“I don’t think I even 
counted up how much we 
made. I think eveiyone 
was tiying to watch (their 
language),” laughed Bres¬ 
lin when asked about her 
well-behaved castmem- 
bers. “Nobody stands out 
in my mind (as being a pot¬ 
ty mouth).”

Paul Plakas has seen a lot 
of laziness in his 18 years 
as a personal trainer and 
TV fitness expert. But 
nothing quite prepared 
him for the families he 
helped out on the fourth 
season of the series X- 
Weighted. 

“I’ve seen a few things 
that shocked me over the 
years, but every once and 
awhile ... wow,” says 
Plakas, from his Edmonton 
home. 

“There was this 15 or 16 
year old girl who sent out 
something like a thousand 
text messages a month. 
She’d text message her 
mom in the kitchen to see 
if dinner was ready. And 
her mom enabled her by 
texting back.” 

That’s just one example 
of the 13 families on board 
for the fourth season of X- 
Weighted, which turns its 
focus from individuals to 


families and the epidemic 
of fat kids in this country. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, there are three 
times as many overweight 
children in Canada as 25 
years ago. And while 
Plakas says things like 
stress and the rise of 


prepackaged foods have 
played a small role in that 
increase, he places much 
of the blame on the par¬ 
ents. 

“Mostly it’s the parents 
fault their kids are over¬ 
weight. It’s the parents 
who ultimately allow it to 


happen and create the 
lifestyle. You don’t find 
many fit kids living with 
fat parents.” 

The surprising thing that 
comes out of the new sea¬ 
son of X-Weighted is the 
emotional toll that body 
image has on kids — some 
of whom are as young as 
eleven. 

Though ultimately, the 
families get back on the 
road to healthy living, it 
can be a rough journey to 
watch. 

“It’s a tough season. It 
feels at times like an hour 
of crying. And when you 
see a kid distraught, it 
makes you distraught.” 

Plakas, who previously 
dispensed fitness advice on 
the Gemini-winning series 
Taking It Off, says he him¬ 
self must be constantly vig¬ 
ilant about what he eats — 
especially in public. 

“I get recognized all the 
time. So I’m very conscious 
of what I order in public. I 
remember someone 
caught me in a chocolate 
shop once and asked if I re¬ 
ally should be eating that. I 
had to agree — probably 
not.”
